Fergusson. on the part of the plaintif “opened 
the cases the defendant admitted the Jurisdica 
tion, and on the part of the plaintif James 
Buncle Clapperton “was called, whose evie 
dence in substance was, that‘he was surgeon 
on board the Woodbridge on her voyage 
from England to India; that he knows the 
parties, the plaintitf was chief officef, and the 
defendant, captain on board the Woodbridge, 
In her said voyage, and the plaintif did duty 
as chicf mate on board of her, from the &th 
June to the 30th August, 1812, when he was 
tonfined to his cabin. ‘That on the” 30th ef 
„August, immediately after dinner, the parties 
being then seated opposite each other at ta. 
ble, the plaintiff addressed the defiendant ; 
(the words made use of by the plaintiff at this 


d time, the witness did not recellect}; but he

With regard to his health being endangered, 
that representation should come from the 
Surgeon, which the surgeon should attest 
upon his word of honour.: He represented to 
the defendant in general terms, that the plain.

ament; and for want of exercise. Upon this 
the defendant said, that he would not take off 
any restrictions as to his confinement, unless 
Witness would say that the plaintifPs life was
